HOUSE  OF  THE  EVANGELISTS. 


The  close  of  another  year  in  the  history  of  the 
H  ouse  of  the  Evangelists  devolves  upon  the  Board  of 
Trustees  the  duty  of  presenting  to  its  supporters  and 
friends  their  Second  Annual  Report. 

In  doing  this  they  desire,  in  the  first  place,  to  give 
earnest  expression  to  their  grateful  sense  of  the  divine 
favor  that  has  attended  their  efforts  in  connection 
with  the  institution  which  they  have  been  called  of  God 
to  administer.  This  favor  they  find  manifested  in  the 
general  prosperity  of  the  institution;  in  the  missionary 
work  it  has  been  enabled  to  accomplish  through  its 
students  among  the  poor,  while,  at  the  same  time,  it 
has  educated  these  students  for  larger  usefulness  in  the 
future;  in  the  encouraging  expressions  of  sympathy 
and  confidence,  to  which  frequent  utterance  has  been 
given  by  those  who  are  concerned  for  the  real  welfare 
of  the  masses  of  our  population;  and  in  the  generous 
readiness  with  which  funds  have  been  provided  for  the 
support  of  the  House  and  its  peculiar  work.  From 
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these  tokens  of  the  divine  approval,  the  Board  cannot 
fail  to  draw  renewed  encouragement,  as  they  contem¬ 
plate  the  future  development  of  their  work. 

THE  NEED  OF  THIS  INSTITUTION. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  desire,  in  the  next  place,  to 
reiterate  the  conviction  under  the  influence  of  which  the 
H  ouse  of  the  Evangelists  was  established.  This  con¬ 
viction,  of  the  necessity  of  some  new  agency  by  which 
to  reach  and  evangelize  the  neglected  classes,  has  only 
been  strengthened  by  the  investigations  and  reflections 
of  another  year.  It  becomes  ever  more  apparent  to  us 
that  in  all  our  large  cities  there  are  vast  multitudes 
amongst  the  middle  and  lower  classes,  whom  the  church 
of  God  does  not  and  cannot  effectually  reach  through 
any  agencies  it  has  hitherto  employed.  These  the 
church  has  in  a  large  measure  overlooked,  in  its  endea¬ 
vors  to  provide  for  the  spiritual  necessities  of  the  better 
classes  of  society.  As  an  almost  inevitable  consequence 
they  become  more  and  more  prejudiced  against  the 
truth,  and  alienated  from  the  institutions  of  Christianity, 
constituting  an  element  amongst  us  to  whose  evangeli¬ 
zation  every  sentiment,  whether  of  devotion  to  the 
Master  and  to  the  good  of  man,  or  of  regard  for  the 
permanency  of  our  justly-prized  civil  institutions,  or 
of  selfish  concern  for  our  merely  temporal  interests, 
ought  urgently  to  impel  us.  There  is  something  omin¬ 
ous  if  not  appalling  in  the  statistics  relating  to  this 
subject.  To  introduce  amongst  these  classes  the  pure 
gospel,  to  bring  them  under  the  restraining  and  enno¬ 
bling  influence  of  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  alone  will 
suffice  to  avert  disaster  in  the  community.  We  cannot 
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but  regard  this  as  a  powerful  motive  for  earnest  effort 
in  their  behalf,  in  addition  to  the  unfeigned  desire  for 
their  eternal  salvation  which  every  true  Christian  must 
cherish. 

That  this  is  to  be  effected,  if  at  all,  through  the 
preaching  and  example  and  manifest  sympathy  of  the 
living  Christian  teacher,  no  one,  who  has  reflected  upon 
the  subject  will  dispute.  These  classes  cannot  be 
largely  influenced  by  religious  publications,  nor  by  the 
necessarily  limited  efforts  of  parish  ministers,  nor  by 
the  labors  of  those  between  whom  and  themselves  there 
is  a  wide  social  gulf. 

In  seeking  an  answer  to  the  question,  how  and  whence 
is  the  church  to  provide  a  ministry  demanded  by 
the  condition  and  circumstances  of  those  we  are  en¬ 
deavoring  to  reach — we  have  been  forced  to  the  conclu¬ 
sion  that  it  cannot  do  this  through  our  old  established 
theological  seminaries.  For,  aside  from  the  fact  that 
these  seminaries  provide  far  too  few  ministers  to  supply 
the  organized  and  self-supporting  parishes  of  the  land, 
their  methods  of  training,  the  character  of  the  culture 
imparted,  the  general  spirit  and  purpose  of  their  stu¬ 
dents,  are  not  specially,  or  in  the  highest  degree, 
adapted  to  the  preparation  of  young  men  for  the  suc¬ 
cessful  ministry  of  the  word  of  God  to  the  poor.  In 
saying  this  we  do  not  design  in  the  least  to  reflect  upon 
these  institutions.  We  rejoice  rather  that,  through 
them,  God  is  perpetuating  a  ministry  for  which  there 
is  as  truly  a  demand  in  its  sphere,  as  there  is  for  a 
ministry  to  the  now  neglected  classes.  Nor  is  the 
H  ouse  of  the  Evangelists  intended  to  be  in  any 
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respect  a  competing  institution.  It  aims  to  supply  a 
want  which,  without  fault,  they  fail  to  supply,  and 
to  utilize  for  divine  ends  an  element  in  the  church  for 
whose  efficient  employment  they,  for  the  most  part,  do 
not  assume  to  provide. 

We  are  forced  to  conclude  also  that  the  church  can¬ 
not,  in  its  present  spirit ,  provide  suitable  religious 
teachers  for  those  we  seek  to  save  from  amongst  such 
of  its  members  as  enjoy  high  social  position,  or  as 
constitute  her  more  educated  and  refined  class,  for  the 
twofold  reason  that  very  few  of  these  are  ready  to  con¬ 
secrate  themselves  to  what  is  regarded  as  so  self  denying 
a  service,  and  that  their  sympathies,  their  associations, 
their  tastes,  their  cherished  habits  of  thought  and  feel¬ 
ing  are,  for  the  most  part,  ill  adapted  to  fit  them  for 
such  service.  If  this  be  regarded  as  a  reflection  upon 
the  zeal  and  devotion  of  a  portion  of  the  Christian 
church  from  which  large  usefulness  in  this  special  field 
might  proceed,  as  the  consecrated  culture  and  refine¬ 
ment  of  a  few  have  evidenced,  it  must  be  admitted  to 
be  justly  deserved. 

THE  GENERAL  PLAN  OF  THE  HOUSE. 

Called,  therefore,  to  establish  an  institution  in  no 
sense  a  rival  of  other  theological  schools,  and  convinced 
that  those  who  are  to  carry  the  gospel  to  the  neglected 
multitudes  of  the  land  must,  for  the  most  part,  belong 
to  the  class  that  does  not  enjoy  the  opportunities  of 
liberal  culture,  we  have  sought,  in  the  general  plan  and 
administration  of  the  House  of  the  Evangelists,  to  con¬ 
form  to  these  facts,  adapting  its  terms  of  admission, 
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course  of  study,  methods  of  instruction  and  its  general 
discipline  so  far  as  possible  to  the  peculiar  circumstances 
of  the  students  to  be  trained  and  the  special  character 
of  the  work  in  which  they  are  to  engage.  By  extending 
the  privileges  of  the  institution  to  those  who,  being 
otherwise  fitted,  possess  only  a  “good  common  school 
education,”  it  is  designed  to  afford  the  opportunity  for 
theological  study  to  such  as  are  fitted  by  natural  and 
gracious  endowments  for  this  sphere  of  Christian  labor, 
but  who  are  practically  excluded  from  most  of  our  theo¬ 
logical  seminaries  by  their  higher  literary  tests.  It  is 
largely  from  this  class  that  our  missionaries  are  to  be 
gathered.  It  is  these  that  in  greatest  number  offer 
themselves  for  this  work.  Many  of  them  are  specially, 
through  association  and  sympathy,  qualified  for  this 
work.  They  will  approach  those  amongst  whom  they 
are  to  labor  on  the  plane  of  a  common  experience, 
and  with  the  sentiments  of  real  brotherhood,  which 
cannot  fail  to  increase  greatly  the  efficiency  of  their 
efforts. 

Fully  persuaded  that  the  church  must,  in  no  small 
measure,  depend  upon  this  class  in  the  prosecution  of 
its  work  among  the  masses,  we  have  sought,  in  the 
H  ouse  of  the  Evangelists,  to  meet  the  necessities  of 
their  case,  by  providing  such  theological  culture  as  we 
believe  best  suited  to  prepare  them  for  their  work.  We 
desire,  through  this  institution,  to  invite  such  to  enter 
the  missionary  service,  believing  that  there  are  not  a 
few  who,  learning  of  the  provision  thus  made,  will  be 
ready  to  say,  as  to  the  Lord,  “Here  am  I.  Send  me.” 
At  the  same  time  we  can  but  feel  that  the  course  of 
instruction  adopted  is  such  as  most  fully  to  qualify  for 
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the  special  work  in  view  those  who,  with  larger  literary 
attainments,  desire  to  enter  this  field. 

THE  PECULIAR  TRAINING. 

The  constant  critical  study  of  the  English  Bible 
through  the  whole  course,  the  special  consideration  of 
those  developments  of  unbelief  most  prevalent  among 
the  1  ower  classes,  the  practical  application  of  the  truth 
from  week  to  week,  in  actual  missionary  labor,  instruc¬ 
tion  in  the  various  departments  of  Christian  work  by 
those  who,  through  practical  familiarity  with  this  work, 
are  best  fitted  to  teach,  specially  characterize  the  train¬ 
ing  of  the  institution  and  warrant  the  confidence  to 
which  we  have  given  unhesitating  expression  that  its 
graduates  will  in  no  wise  fill  behind  those  of  other  theo¬ 
logical  seminaries  in  their  preparation  for  the  work  to 
which  they  are  called. 

CONDITIONS  OF  ADMISSION. 

The  experience  of  the  past  year,  while  sustaining  the 
previous  judgment  of  the  Board  in  regard  to  the  num¬ 
ber  of  young  men  who  are  willing  to  enter  the  mis¬ 
sionary  field,  has  shown  the  necessity  of  very  close  dis¬ 
crimination  in  admitting  applicants  to  the  institution, 
of  very  great  care  in  testing  the  fitness  for  the  work  of 
those  admitted,  and  of  fidelity  in  applying  the  rule  of 
the  House  regarding  probation.  It  is  a  cause  of  regret 
that  there  is  ever  occasion  to  sever  the  connection  of  any 
student  with  the  institution.  We  take  this  opportunity, 
therefore,  of  calling  attention  to  the  character  of  those 
who  will  be  accepted  and  sustained  by  the  Board.  They 
must  be  such  as  hold  decidedly  to  the  great  Evangelical 


doctrines  of  Christianity,  distinguishing  them  from 
self-sufficient  rationalism  on  the  one  hand,  and  from 
superstitious  sacramentarianism  on  the  other.  They 
must  be  animated  by  such  devotion  to  their  Divine 
Master  as  will  enable  them  willingly  to  endure  toil,  self- 
denial,  hardships  for  His  sake,  and  as  shall  manifest 
itself  in  the  daily  intercourse  of  life.  They  must  cherish 
such  a  sympathy  with,  and  love  for  the  Christless  poor 
of  the  land  as  to  count  it,  not  a  condescension  and  a 
task,  but  a  privilege  of  which  they  gladly  avail  them¬ 
selves,  to  engage  in  Christian  effort  in  their  behalf. 
They  must  be  active,  energetic,  laborious.  A  love 
of  ease,  and  disposition  to  indulge  it,  should  be  held 
as  a  proof  of  unfitness  for  the  work.  They  must  be 
able  to  give  reasonable  assurance  of  general  adapted¬ 
ness  to  the  ministry  of  the  Word  to  the  neglected.  A 
conscious  want  of  these  qualifications  should  withhold 

one  from  seeking  admission  to  the  institution.  The 
known  want  of  them  in  any  case  should  deter  Christian 

friends  from  referring  such  an  one  to  the  House,  or  at 
least  from  recommending  his  acceptance  by  the  Board. 
The  ascertained  want  of  them  after  admission  must  be 
held  by  the  officers  of  the  institution  a  sufficient  reason 
for  declining  to  support  such  as  thus  fail  to  give  promise 
of  success  in  the  work.  It  is  not  our  purpose  to  encour¬ 
age  those  to  enter  the  ministry  in  regard  to  whose  effi¬ 
ciency  in  this  sphere  of  Christian  labor  we  have  just 
occasion  to  doubt. 

NO  DENOMINATIONAL  TESTS. 

It  will  be  observed  that,  in  the  above  enumeration  of 
qualifications,  no  allusion  is  made  to  denominational 


affiliations.  We  desire  especially  to  call  attention  to 
this  fact.  I'he  principles  upon  which  the  House  of 
the  Evangelists  is  founded  presuppose  a  common 
interest  among  all  the  churches  in  this  cause,  and  it 
proffers  its  privileges  alike  to  all,  whatever  be  their 
church  connections,  who  are  consecrated  to  this  work. 
Whatever  denominational  relations  it  may,  for  econo¬ 
mical  purposes,  sustain,  will  not  be  permitted  to  restrict 
its  general  comprehensiveness,  nor  to  interfere  with  the 
catholic  spirit  of  its  admininstration.  In  the  language 
of  the  President  of  the  Board,  on  the  occasion  of  the 
public  meeting  in  the  interest  ot  the  House,  held  in 
Association  Hall,  in  March  last — 

“While  the  House  ot  the  Evangelists  is  connected 
parochially  with  an  Episcopal  Church,  there  has  never 
been,  there  is  not  now,  nor  will  there  be,  a  single  bar 
to  the  admission  and  graduation  ot  any  young  man  who 
is  called  and  qualified  for  this  special  work  among  the 
masses.  In  such  labor  ecclesiastical  distinctions  are 
impertinent.” 

Established  upon  such  a  catholic  basis,  administered 
in  such  a  catholic  spirit — engaged  in  such  a  work — we 
feel  that  the  House  of  the  Evangelists  cannot  fail  to 
enlist  the  interest  and  sympathy  of  the  great  body  of 
Christian  brethren.  We  commend  it  to  their  consid¬ 
eration,  cherishing  the  hope,  that  from  many  it  will 
receive  such  practical  exhibitions  of  interest  as  will  help 
to  further  the  work  it  has  in  hand. 

FACTS  OF  THE  YEAR. 

In  reviewing  the  history  of  the  past  year  and  estimat¬ 
ing  its  results,  the  Board  of  Trustees  find,  in  the  work 
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accomplished  by  the  House  and  in  its  general  prosper¬ 
ity,  abundant  reason  for  congratulation  and  hope.  It 
must  not  be  forgotten  in  this  connection  that  the  insti¬ 
tution  is  now  only  in  its  third  year;  that  experience 
essential  to  its  most  efficient  administration  is  but  grad¬ 
ually  acquired  ;  that  it  has  not  hitherto  been  widely 
known  ;  that  it  has  been  without  endowments,  and  so 
entirely  dependent  for  its  pecuniary  support  upon  the 
contributions  of  friends  of  the  cause;  that  its  students 
have  for  the  most  part  been  wholly  supported  from  its 
treasury. 

Twenty-three  resident  students  have  enjoyed  the 
privileges  of  the  House  during  the  whole  or  a  part  of 
the  past  year.  Of  these  one  has  left  to  engage  in 
missionary  work  in  the  West,  five  to  pursue  their 
theological  studies  elsewhere,  under  the  conviction  that 
their  views  and  purposes  did  not  entitle  them  to  the 
benefits  of  an  evangelical  missionary  institution  ;  two 
have  been  dismissed  as  morally  unworthy  of  being 
retained  ;  two  have  graduated  from  the  institution. 
These  last  have  since  been  ordained  to  the  ministry  in 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  are  now  laboring 
with  gratifying  success  in  this  city.  The  number  of 
students  at  present  upon  the  roll  is  thirteen. 

With  rare  exceptions  they  have  shown  a  very  satis¬ 
factory  measure  of  interest  in  and  of  devotion  to  their 
work.  In  evidence  of  their  fidelity  as  students,  and 
of  the  wisdom  and  care  with  which  they  have  been 
instructed,  we  refer  to  the  reports  of  several  city  pastors 
appointed  as  special  committees  to  attend  the  closing 
■examinations  of  the  last  session,  in  which  they  say  : 

“The  students  acquitted  themselves  exceedingly  well. 
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The  general  familiarity  of  the  young  men  with  the  sub¬ 
jects  upon  which  they  were  examined,  and  their  ready 
answers,  would  have  been  a  credit  to  any  institution  in 
the  country  ;  and,  taken  in  connection  with  the  thor- 
oughness  of  the  examination,  warrant  an  expression  of 
confidence  in  their  diligence  and  proficiency.” 

It  will  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  is  said  of  those, 
many  of  whom  have  enjoyed  the  advantages  only  of  a 
common  school  discipline. 

MISSION  WORK.  OF  THE  HOUSE. 

The  mission  work,  under  the  care  of  the  House,  has 
continued  to  receive  a  large  degree  of  attention.  There 
is  probably  no  labor,  in  which  the  students  are  expected 
to  engage,  more  profitable  to  themselves  than  this, 
developing  in  them,  as  it  does,  practical  ability  in  deal¬ 
ing  with  men  in  reference  to  their  salvation,  bringing 
them  into  constant  association  with  those  of  whose  con¬ 
dition  and  need  they  require  to  be  well  informed, 
exciting  an  ever  deeper  interest  in  and  a  truer  sympathy 
with  those  in  whose  behalf  they  have  been  divinely 
called  to  labor,  and  so  strengthening  their  missionary 
purpose  and  inflaming  their  missionary  zeal. 

During  most  of  the  year  the  work  in  connection  with 
Everybody’s  Chapel,  on  Avenue  D,  has  been  carried  on 
exclusively  by  our  students.  This  work  has,  however, 
been  recently  relinquished,  in  consequence  mainly  of  its 
distance  from  the  House.  At  the  Chapel  of  the  Crown 
of  Life,  on  Sixty-eighth  street,  an  increasingly  success¬ 
ful  work  has  been  prosecuted.  Bethany  Chapel,  on 
Thirty-ninth  street,  has  been  a  portion  of  the  year  in 
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charge  of  a  member  of  the  Middle  Class,  affording  a 
field  for  large  usefulness.  A  German  service  with  a 
prayer  meeting  has  been  sustained  during  most  of  the 
year  at  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany  by  a  member  of 
the  Senior  Class.  A  member  of  the  Middle  Class  has 
since  the  middle  of  the  summer  visited  Blackwell’s 
Island  every  Sunday  to  carry  the  gospel  to  its  criminal 
and  unfortunate  population.  He  preaches  each  week 
to  from  five  to  fifteen  hundred  persons.  Religious 
instruction  has  been  regularly  continued  among  the 
inmates  of  the  Home  for  Ruptured  and  Crippled  Chil¬ 
dren  on  Forty-second  street.  Students  of  the  House 
are  also  laboring  from  week  to  week,  in  connection  with 
five  other  mission  chapels  in  this  city. 


This  Mission  work  of  the  House  occupies,  besides 
the  portion  of  Sunday  devoted  to  it,  two  afternoons  of 
each  week.  It  involves,  on  the  part  of  the  students, 
many  hundreds  of  visits  to  the  homes  of  the  poor,  the 
distribution  of  many  thousands  of  tracts  and  other 
religious  publications,  much  careful  study  of  the  Word 
of  God  in  preparation  for  preaching  and  Sunday  school 
teaching,  much  careful  consideration  of  the  best  means 
and  methods  for  attaining  the  end  desired,  which  can 
hardly  fail  of  being  largely  beneficial  to  themselves. 
What  the  aggregate  results  may  be  in  the  instruction 
of  the  ignorant,  and  in  the  salvation  of  the  lost,  only 
the  revelations  of  the  Last  Day  will  disclose.  We  rejoice 
however,  in  believing  that  they  are  such  as  will  more 
than  justify  the  measure  of  expenditure  involved  in 
sustaining  the  institution,  and  fully  vindicate  the  wis¬ 
dom  of  this  evangelistic  effort. 


THE  NIGHT  COLLEGE  FOR  CHRISTIAN  WORKERS. 


In  addition  to  the  regular  course  of  instruction,  and 
to  the  work  of  the  institution  above  referred  to,  a  Night 
College  has  been  opened  in  connection  with  the  House 
of  the  Evangelists,  to  which  we  take  pleasure  in  call¬ 
ing  special  attention.  The  Board  design  through  this 
college  to  enlarge  the  usefulness  of  the  House,  by  pro¬ 
viding  the  opportunity  for  instruction  in  the  several 
departments  of  practical  theology  to  such  as  are  pre¬ 
cluded  by  their  engagements  from  attending  lectures 
during  the  day.  The  conviction  that  such  a  provision 
was  demanded,  and  might  develop  no  less  valuable 
results  in  this  than  have  been  attained  in  other  depart¬ 
ments  of  learning,  through  the  agency  of  night  schools, 
determined  the  Board,  early  in  the  year,  to  establish  a 
Night  Theological  School  as  soon  as  practicable  after 
the  opening  of  the  Fall  term.  The  first  session  of  this 
college  opened  November  cd  ;  the  second  session  Jan¬ 
uary  14th.  The  first  session  of  each  year,  which  will 
hereafter  open  the  first  week  in  October,  will  be  devoted 
to  class  instruction  in  Bible  History,  the  critical  study 
of  Scripture,  and  Systematic  Divinity.  The  second 
session  will  be  chiefly  devoted  to  lectures  upon  subjects 
related  to  practical  Christian  work.  We  are  persuaded 
that  this  night  college  cannot  fail  of  being  greatly  bene¬ 
ficial  to  that  large  class  of  Sunday  school  teachers,  city 
missionaries,  and  other  Christian  workers  of  either  sex, 
for  whom  no  available  provision  of  this  nature  has 
hitherto  been  made. 

The  exercises  of  the  college  occupy  three  evenings 
each  week,  and  its  privileges  are  extended,  free  of 
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charge,  to  all.  Clergymen  and  laymen,  favorably 
known  as  successful  laborers  in  the  service  of  the  Lord, 
and  amongst  those  best  qualified  to  give  instruction,  are 
engaged  to  deliver  lectures  during  the  present  session. 

That  the  character  and  scope  of  the  instruction  con¬ 
templated  may  be  more  clearly  apprehended,  we  insert 
a  schedule  of  the  subjects  and  lecturers  tor  the  month 
of  January,  1 872.

woman’s  WORK. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  has  been  called  during 

the  past  year  to  the  training  of  women  for  such  Christian 
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work  as  comes  within  their  proper  sphere.  Considering 
the  demand  there  is  for  laborers  in  this  field,  the 
large  opportunities  offered  to  woman  for  serving  her 
Lord  in  missionary  effort,  and  the  limited  facilities 
provided  for  securing  such  an  education  as  will  qualify 
her  for  this  work,  we  have  decided  to  extend  the  privi¬ 
leges  of  the  institution  to  Christian  women,  and  are 
prepared  to  receive  and  educate  such  as  wish  to  devote 
themselves  to  missionary  labor,  whether  at  home  or 
abroad. 

A  BUILDING  SITE  SECURED. 

In  our  last  Annual  Report  we  expressed  the  hope 
that  God  would  soon  dispose  the  hearts  of  some  whom 
H  e  has  made  stewards  of  His  wealth  to  contribute 
liberally  towards  the  endowment  of  the  Institution. 
This  hope  has  not  been  disappointed.  It  affords  us 
unfeigned  pleasure  to  report  the  noble  gift,  by  Stewart 
Brown,  Esq.,  of  this  city,  of  four  lots  on  Fiftieth  Street, 
upon  which  stands  the  Church  of  the  Reformation. 
This  donation  is  made  for  the  purpose,  in  the  language 
of  the  donor,  of  “establishing  a  permanent  location  for 
the  H  ouse  of  the  Evangelists,  of  giving  proper  train¬ 
ing  to  men  and  women  for  missionary  and  Christian 
service,  and  of  securing  the  preaching  of  the  gospel 
especially  to  the  poor  and  neglected.” 

We  commend  this  action  to  the  imitation  of  others 
to  whom  has  been  given  the  ability  in  like  manner  to 
provide  for  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  and  the  promo¬ 
tion  of  the  cause  of  Christ  among  the  poor. 

The  acceptance  of  this  trust  necessitates  the  erection 
upon  these  lots,  as  soon  as  practicable,  of  suitable 
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buildings  for  the  purposes  of  the  institution.  We 
propose  to  do  this  during  the  present  year.  We  appeal 
to  those  who  sympathize  with  us  in  our  work,  to  aid 
us  in  accomplishing  this  purpose.  This  effected,  the 
further  development  and  usefulness  of  the  institution, 
we  believe,  will  be  positively  assured. 

CONCLUSION. 

Thankfully  acknowledging  the  aid  already  rendered 
us,  and  commending  the  House  of  the  Evangelists  to 
the  unprejudiced  and  generous  consideration  of  all  who 
desire  the  increase  of  the  knowledge  of  the  gospel 
among  the  common  people, ‘  we  enter  upon  the  work 
and  experiences  of  another  year,  looking  for  guidance 
and  blessing  to  Him  who  pronounced  it  an  evidence  of 
the  Messiah’s  presence  that — “to  the  poor  the  gospel 
is  preached.”

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ACT  OF  INCORPORATION. 


CHAPTER  DCCXX. 

An  Act  to  incorporate  “  The  House  of  the  Evangelists,”  in  the  city  of  New-York.  Passed  May 

6th,  1870. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  i.  William  L.  Andrews,  William  C.  Barrett,  Edward  B.  Benjamin,  Riley  A.  Brick,  W. 
Harman  Brown,  James  M.  Brown,  Rufus  M.  Brundige,  George  A.  Crocker,  Heman  Dyer,  D.D., 
Anson  G.  P.  Dodge,  John  H.  Earl,  Jonathan  Edgar,  Charles  C.  Hastings,  John  Pierpont  Morgan, 
Adon  Smith,  Jr.,  Rev.  Stephen  H.  Tyng,  Jr.,  and  Adolphus  F.  Warburton,  and  such  others  as 
now  are  or  hereafter  may  be  associated  with  them,  as  the  House  of  the  Evangelists,  in  the  city  of 
New-York,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  by  the  name  of  “The  House  of  the  Evan¬ 
gelists,”  in  the  city  of  New-York,  for  the  purpose  of  the  reception,  boarding,  education,  and  employ¬ 
ment  of  suitable  persons  as  missionaries  of  the  Gospel. 

Section  2.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  make  and  adopt  a  constitution,  by-laws, 
rules,  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  its  business ;  the  management  of  its  property  and 
affairs ;  the  choice,  powers,  and  duties  of  its  officers  and  agents ;  and  from  time  to  time  to  repeal  or 
alter  such  constitution,  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations. 

Section  3.  The  said  corporation  may  take  by  devise,  purchase,  and  hold,  or  convey,  or  lease, 
any  real  or  personal  estate  for  its  use  and  purposes,  provided  such  real  estate  shall  not  exceed  the 
value  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars ;  and  said  corporation  may  issue  bonds  and  may  execute 
mortgages  upon  their  real  estate  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  two-thirds  the  value  of  such  real  estate 
and  the  improvements  thereon. 

Section  4.  Said  corporation  shall  possess  the  general  powers,  and  be  subject  to  the  restrictions 
and  liabilities  prescribed  in  the  third  title  of  the  eighteenth  chapter  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised 
Statutes. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  business  affairs  and  estate  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  of  which  the  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  shall  be  ex-ojficio  a  member  and  the  President. 

The  first  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  composed  of : 

William  L.  Andrews,  W.  C.  Barrett,  E.  B.  Benjamin,  James  M.  Brown,  W.  Har¬ 
man  Brown.  R.  A.  Brick,  R.  M.  Brundige,  George  A.  Crocker,  A.  G.  P.  Dodge, 
Rev.  H.  Dyer,  D.D.,  j.  H.  Earl,  J.  Edgar,  C.  C.  Hastings,  J.  P.  Morgan,  A.  Smith, 
Jr.,  Rev.  Stephen  H.  Tyng,  Jr.,  A.  F.  Warburton. 

All  vacancies  in  the  Board,  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by 
ballot,  by  a  majority  of  the  remaining  members  of  the  Board.  Six  members  of  the 
Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  all  business,  except  an  election 
of  a  member  to  fill  a  vacancy. 


ARTICLE  II. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  annually  elect,  by  ballot,  a  Vice-president,  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  an  Executive  Committee,  and  a  Committee  on  Admission  and  Instruction, 
who,  with  the  President,  shall  have  such  power  and  perform  such  duties  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  the  by-laws  which  shall  be  adopted  by  this  Corporation. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Monday 
of  January,  in  each  year,  and  the  annual  report  of  the  Corporation  shall  then  be  pre¬ 
sented  and  officers  elected;  and  such  other  business  transacted  as  may  come  betore  it. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members,  including  the  president  and 
vice-president,  and  shall  exercise  all  the  functions  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  the 
intervals  between  its  meetings.  Three  members  of  the  Committee  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Committee  on  Admission  and  Instruction  shall  consist  of  five  members,  includ¬ 
ing  the  President  of  the  Board,  and  shall  have  authority  to  examine,  admit,  instruct  and 
employ  the  Students  of  the  House.  Their  action  when  financial  expenditure  is 
involved,  must  be  ratified  by  the  Executive  Committee.  Three  members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

The  general  economy  of  the  House  shall  be  committed  by  the  Board  to  a  clergy¬ 
man,  who  shall  be  styled  Head  of  the  House  of  the  Evangelists.  He  shall  be,  ex- 
officio,  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Admission  and  Instruction,  and  shall,  under 
'  their  direction,  provide  for  the  intellectual  and  spiritual  training  and  the  missionary 
employment  of  the  Students.  He  shall  report  to  the  Board  at  every  meeting,  and, 
when  called  for,  to  the  Executive  Committee,  the  condition  of  the  House,  and  be 
governed  in  his  expenditures  by  the  appropriations  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  at  any  regular  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,, notice  in  writing  having  been  given  at  a  previous  regular  meet¬ 
ing. 


BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Vice-President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Board  and  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  Secretary  shall  give  notice  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  record  its  minutes, 
conduct  its  correspondence,  and  prepare  its  Reports.  He  may  be  a  member  of  the 
Board,  or  some  other  person  selected  for  the  purpose. 

ARTICLE  III. 

• 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  charge  of  the  funds,  and  report  the  state  of  the  treasury 
to  the  Board  at  each  meeting,  and,  when  called  for,  to  the  Executive  Committee.  He 
shall  pay  all  bills  of  expenses  incurred  by  the  Board  when  they  shall  have  been  ex¬ 
amined  and  passed  upon  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  of  every  month,  and  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  meet  once  every  week,  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be 
by  themselves  appointed.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  called  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent  at  the  request  of  three  trustees. 

ARTICLE  V. 

At  each  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  chairman  shall  appoint  two 
trustees  as  a  Visiting  Committee  for  the  month,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  the 
House  at  least  once  in  each  week,  examine  its  domestic  condition,  and  report  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Vacancies  in  any  of  the  Committees,  or  in  the  offices  of  Vice-President,  Secretary, 
or  Treasurer,  shall  be  reported  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
thereafter,  and  may  be  filled  by  ballot  at  the  same  or  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

The  order  of  business  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  as  follows  r 

1.  Prayer. 

2.  Reading  Minutes. 

3.  Report  of  the  Head  of  the  House. 

4.  Treasurer’s  Report. 

5.  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

6.  Report  of  Committee  on  Admission  and  Instruction. 

7.  Report  of  Visiting  Committee. 

8.  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

9.  Unfinished  Business. 

10.  New  Business. 

11.  Adjournment. 

"  ARTICLE  VIII. 

These  by-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  notice  having  been  given  in  writing  at  the 
previous  regular  meeting. 
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ARTICLES  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF 

THE  HOUSE. 


ADMISSION. 

The  terms  of  admission  to  the  privileges  of  the  House  of  the  Evangelists  are  : 

I. 

1st.  A  hearty  reception  of  what  are  known  as  Evangelical  views  of  Gospel  truth. 

2d.  A  conscious  and  recognized  call  by  the  Holy  Ghost  to  the  ministry  of  the  word 
of  God. 

3d.  The  acceptance  of  the  neglected  classes  as  the  object  and  sphere  of  this  ministry. 

4th.  A  good  common-school  education. 

II. 

No  person  shall  be  accorded  a  residence  in  the  House  until  he  shall  have  produced 
satisfactory  evidence  of  his  moral  and  religious  character. 

III. 

A  probation  of  three  months  shall  in  all  cases  precede  a  full  admission  to  the  House ; 
and  connection  with  the  House  shall  terminate  at  or  before  the  end  of  that  period, 
unless  the  candidate  gives  satisfactory  evidence  of  fitness  for,  and  special  devotion  to, 
mission  work  among  the  masses. 


COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

I. 

The  full  course  of  study  shall  occupy  three  years,  each  year  comprising  one  session. 

II. 

There  shall  be  a  suspension  of  recitations  during  Christmas  week,  on  Ash-Wednesday 
and  Good  Friday,  on  all  days  of  public  thanksgiving  and  fasting,  and  on  such  other 
days  as  the  Committee  on  Admission  and  Instruction  may  order. 

III. 

There  shall  be  a  public  examination  of  the  students  of  the  ^ouse  during  the  week 
preceding  Christmas,  and  also  during  the  last  week  of  June  ;  and  no  student  shall  be 
advanced  to  a  higher  class  unless  he  shall  have  satisfactorily  passed  the  last-mentioned 
examination.

DISCIPLINE. 

I. 

No  student  shall  absent  himself  from  recitation  without  ''first  being  excused  by  the 
professor. 

II. 

Students  are  required  to  attend  service  once  each  Sunday  at  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Trinity,  unless  permitted  to  attend  elsewhere  by  the  Committee  on  Admission  and 
Instruction. 

III. 

Students  are  required  to  attend  the  Faculty  Prayer-Meeting  on  Tuesday  evenings, 
and  the  Parish  Prayer-Meeting  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  unless  excused  by 
the  Head  of  the  House. 

IV. 

Every  student  shall  devote  two  week-day  afternoons  and  Sunday  afternoon  and 
evening  to  mission  work,  under  direction  of  the  Clerical  Committee. 

V. 

Students  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  care  of  their  rooms,  and  it  is  expected  that 
there  will  be  a  concientious  regard  on  the  part  of  each  to  order  and  cleanliness.  A 
continued  disregard  of  this  rule  will  be  held  a  sufficient  ground  for  discontinuing 
connection  with  the  House. 

VI. 

Each  student  is  expected  always  to  consult  the  interests  of  the  House,  and  to  yield 
ready  and  cheerful  assent  to  such  domestic  regulations  as  the  head  of  the  House  shall 
institute. 

VII. 

Every  student,  on  his  admission  to  the  House,  shall  give  his  assent  and  subscribe  to 
the  following  declaration  and  pledge  : 

In  the  presence  of  you,  my  brethren,  and  of  God  who  knoweth  the  heart,  I  do 
solemnly  declare  my  conviction  that  I  am  called  by  the  Holy  Spirit  to  the  ministry  of 
the  word  of  God,  and  my  readiness,  with  a  glad  heart,  to  engage  in  missionary  work. 
And  1  do  here  express  to  you,  in  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  my  unqualified  determina¬ 
tion  to  devote  myself  to  this  work;  and  I  do  pledge  myself,  for  Jesus’  sake,  to  seek, 
in  every  available  way,  such  preparation  as  will  render  me  an  efficient  minister  of 
Christ  to  the  neglected  classes.  I  do  furthermore  solemnly  promise  that,  by  the  help 
of  divine  grace,  I  will,  during  my  connection  with  this  institution,  faithfully  obey  the 
rules  thereof,  and  diligently  prosecute  all  my  assigned  studies,  and  discharge  all  the 
duties  that  shall  devolve  upon  me,  and  also  that  I  will  uniformly  cultivate  moral  and 
religious  dispositions  and  habits,  and  by  every  means,  within  my  proper  sphere,  endeavor 
to  promote  the  welfare  of  my  fellow-students,  and  the  reputation  and  interests  of  the 
House. 

This  declaration  and  premise  shall  be  read  from  time  to  time  in  the  presence  of  the 
students  of  the  House,  for  the  purpose  of  reminding  them  of  the  solemn  obligations 
they  have  assumed,  and  of  inciting  them  to  greater  diligence  in  their  discharge.
